Reflecting  on  the  financial 
growth  of  the  Annuity  Board, 
Reed  said  total  assets  increased 
by  more  than  $8Vt  million  since 
September,  1968,  to  almost  $70 
million.  This  money,  held  .in 
reserve,  belongs  to  all  persons 
who  hold  certificates  In  one  of 
the  various  plans  the  Board  ad¬ 
ministers,  he  said. 

Relief  expenditures  of  almost 
$62,000  during  the  quarter 
brought  the  total  for  the  first 
nine  months  to  $185X53,  a  de¬ 
crease  of  almost  $5,000.

MUslsrippi  Baptist  hUtory 
lives  anew  as  one  reads  the  his¬ 
tory  of  tits  lint  Bsptlst  Church. 
Oreosds,  in  the  book  “A  Chris- 
tisa  Heritage”  which  hM  just 
come  from  the  press. 

This  U  not  the  story  of  just 
one  congregation,  but  of  a  com¬ 
munity,  the  area,  and  the  entire 
state,  for  life  of  this  church  is 
entwined  with  Baptist  growth  in 
all  Mlaalssippi. 

The  attractively  printed  and 
beautifully  bound  book  of  291 
pages  waa  written  by  Dr.  Jack 
Wlaton  Gunn,  bead  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  History  and  Politi¬ 
cal  Science  at  Missisaippl  Col¬ 
lege. 

Preparation  of  the  book  has 
bean  under  way  since  1954  when 
the  church  appointed  a  histori¬ 
cal  committee  to  begin  the  col¬ 
lection  of  materials  and  maka 
preparation  for  the  writing  of 
the  history.  The  committee 
chose  Dr.  Gunn  to  write  the 
manuscript,  but  had  a  large  part 
in  the  preparation  of  the  vol¬ 
ume.  The  present  pastor,  Dr. 
John  Landrum,  has  been  an  ar¬ 
dent  supporter  of  the  project, 
and  Rev.  J.  L.  Boyd,  director  of 
the  Mississippi  BapUst  Histori¬ 
cal  Commission,  alM  gave  much 
assistance. 

Made  History 

The  church  has  actually  made 
history  by  this  publication  for 
this  is  the  first  time  In  the  an¬ 
nals  of  the  Southern  BapUst 
Convention,  as  well  as  Mississip¬ 
pi  BapUst  ConvenUon,  that  a 
single  congregation  has  attempt¬ 
ed  so  large  a  task.  A  worthy  ex¬ 
ample  has  been  set  for  other 
churches  to  provide  worthy  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  significance  of 
history. 

The  book  begins  with  the  re¬ 
telling  of  the  story  of  BapUst 
beginnings  in  Mississippi  There 
is  an  interesting  record  of  the 
pioneer  days  in  North  Missis¬ 
sippi  and  the  coming  of  the  first 
Baptists  in  that  area.  The  set¬ 
tling  of  the  county,  the  found¬ 
ing  of  the  community,  and  the 
growth  of  the  area  arc  graphi¬ 
cally  presented. 

The  church  waa  organized  in 
1838.  The  early  stnigglea  of  the 
congregation  and  the  wise  pas¬ 
toral  and  lay  leadership  the 
Lord  gave  it  make  an  unforget¬ 
table  stiwy. 


Story  Told 

Here  is  told  the  story  ai  the 
building  being  swept  away  by 
tornado  the  record  of  the  diffi¬ 
cult  years  1861-65,  the  catastro¬ 
phe  of  the  yellow  fever  epidem¬ 
ic  of  1878,  and  the  doctrinal  con¬ 
troversy  which  shook  all  Missis¬ 
sippi  and  brought  division  in  the 
church  during  the  last  decade 
of  the  century.  The  courageous 
action  after  a  destructive  fire 
swept  away  the  buildings  in 
1939  is  vividly  portrayed. 

Throughout  its  history  the 
church  has  been  strong  in  its 
missionary  interest  and  empha¬ 
sis.  ThU  U  seen  from  its  stand 
with  the  churdhes  that  support¬ 
ed  missions  in  a  divUlon  that 
came  in  the  early  hUtory  of  the 
association,  and  in  the  large 
portion  of  Its  budget  given  to 
missions  in  recent  years.  The 
church  has  always  been  a  strong 
supporter  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention,  and  the  an¬ 
nual  sessions  of  that  body  have 
been  held  with  the  church  five 
times.

Those  Peculiar  Baptists 


those  conected  with  Baylor  Uni¬ 
versity,  were  among  the  fore¬ 
most  advocates  and  architects 
of  our  great  state  system  of 
higher  education. 

Baptists  have  the  greatest  bos- 
pitai  system  in  the  Southwest. 
Beginning  late  in  this  field,  they 
have  learned  the  hard  way.  Now 
they  surpass  all  other  groups  in 
successful  management.  This 
has  been  accomplished  within  a 
generation. 

Southern  Baptists  have  two 
medical  schools.  Both  are  first 
class.  According  to  authorities 
who  are  not  Baptists,  one  of 
these  is  advancing  more  rapid¬ 
ly  Jn  national  and  international 
prestige  than  any  medical 
school  its  age  in  America. 

For  years,  we  have  been  in 
the  forefront  in  operating  or¬ 
phanages.  Now  we  are  moving 
successfully  into  various  types 
of  children’s  homes. 

Cannot  Be  Ignored 

We  have  declared  ourselves 
on  the  great  ideological,  social, 
and  moral  issues  of  the  day.  We 
are  a  force  with  which  the  so¬ 
cial  order  has  to  reckon.  There 
was  a  time  when  we  could  be 
ignored. 

Those  peculiar  Baptists  evi¬ 
dently  owe  much  of  their  stren¬ 
gth  to  their  strictness  and  con¬ 
victions.  Their  peculiarity  may 
be  a  liability  at  times  but  is  an 
overall  asset. 

Several  of  the  more  formal 
and  society-minded  denomina¬ 
tions  get  more  new  members 
from  Baptists  than  they  win 
from  the  unsaved  masses.  Some 
of  their  pastors  frankly  admit 
that  they  frequently  become 
their  most  active  members.  A 
liberal  chaplain  of  another  faith 
said  to  an  interfaith  group,  “1 
hate  to  admit  it  but  the  soldiers 
who  were  the  most  responsive 
and  the  best  trained  Christian 
workers  in  the  army  were  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  men.” — Texas  Bap¬ 
tist  Standard.

In  the  first  article  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  we  discussed  the  various  re¬ 
actions  to  Baptists  and  some  of 
the  possible  reasons  for  the 
characterization  “Those  Pecul¬ 
iar  Baptists.” 

“Those  Peculiar  Baptists"  have 
made  some  priceless  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  world.  Their  deposit 
in  the  stream  of  history  has 
been  all  out  of  proportion  to 
their  number.  At  times  they 
have  had  to  pay  a  terrible  price 
for  their  witness.  Perhaps  no 
group  has  suffered  more  with 
the  exception  of  the  Hebrew 
people.  In  our  land  of  religious 
liberty  this  suffering  has  been 
toned  down  to  abusive  seman¬ 
tics. 

In  the  realm  of  principles 
their  advocacy  of  freedom  of 
conscience  and  religious  liberty 
has  bpen  most  effective.  They 
have  ever  contended  for  a  free 
church  in  a  free  state.  In  Rhode 
Island  complete  separation  of 
church  and  state  was  enacted 
for  the  first  time  in  history 
Baptists  have  never  used  the 
arm  of  the  state  against  other 
faiths.  Never  in  history  have 
they  persecuted  Dr.  Bennett  of 
Union  Seminary  says  that  Pro¬ 
testantism  has  no  doctrine  of 
separation  of  church  and  state 
but  that  Baptists  have  one. 

The  idea  that  each  individual 
is  of  intrinsic  worth  has  been  a 
strong  Baptist  conviction  thru 
the  centuries.  The  individual, 
therefore,  has  certain  inalien¬ 
able  rights.  The  personal  dig¬ 
nity  and  self-respect  of  each 
man  must  be  regarded  as  sac¬ 
red  and  inviolate. 

Competency  of  Soul 
The  competency  of  each  soul 
under  God  is  precious  to  all  of 
us.  Each  one  has  the  right  to 
come  directly  and  boldly  to  the 
throne  of  grace.  There  is  no  in¬ 
dispensable  human  intermedi¬ 
ary.  Others  may  pray  with  us 
and  for  us.  They  may  show  us 
the  way  but  there  comes  a  sac¬ 
red  moment  when  each  indivi¬ 
dual  must  negotiate  directly 
with  God.  He  has  that  privilege 
at  all  times. 

In  principle  and  polity  Bap¬ 
tists  espouse  the  very  top  root 
\  of  democracy.  Our  belief  in  self- 
I  determination,  autonomy  of  lo¬ 
cal  church  and  majority  rule, 

,  where  principle,  doctrine,  and 
inalienable  rights  of  the  minor- 
:  ity  are  not  involved,  is  most 
precious  to  us. 

Believers  baptism  may  appear 
as  a  mere  doctrine.  It  is  a  prin¬ 
ciple  of  self-determination  for 
I  each  individual.  Each  individual 
I  puts  himself  into  church  by  his 
I  own  free  choice.  Infant  baptism 
,  is  the  very  foundation  of  a  state 
'  church.  All  state  churches  uni- 
,  formly  practice  it.  The  Baptist 
j  protest  against  it  has  brought  on 
,  them  some  of  the  worst  persecu- 
,  tions  of  history.  To  us,  it  is  not 
^  merely  a  doctrine  but  a  great 
<  principle  making  one  of  the 
turning  points  of  history. 

'  Baptist  Conviction 

The  symbolic  nature  of  the  or- 
'  dinances  is  a  Baptist  conviction. 
They  have  a  teaching  signifi- 
{  cance  like  the  plus  and  minus 
:  signs  of  mathematics  or  like  the 
picture  of  your  loved  one. 
Change  or  modify  them  and  you 
defeat  their  purpose.  Their  New 
Testament  form  and  order  are 
essential  to  their  spiritual  pur¬ 
ity  of  purpose. 

I  The  only  New  Testament 
I  church  that  can  function  offi- 
'  dally  is  a  local  church.  The 


church  in  the  sense  of  all  the 
redeemed  never  assembles,  nev¬ 
er  does  business  as  a  church.  It 
will  assemble  in  glory  some  day 
as  a  finished  work  of  grace.  Bap¬ 
tist  conventions,  Methodist  con¬ 
ferences,  church  councils,  etc., 
are  not  New  Testament  church¬ 
es.  We  repeat,  thaC  thb  only 
functioning  church  in  the  New 
Testament  sense  is  a  local  con¬ 
gregation. 

A  French  Jew  and  a  historian 
visited  a  number  of  congrega¬ 
tions  of  different  beliefs.  He 
concluded  after  years  of  study 
that  the  only  ones  with  which 
the  churches  of  New  Testament 
times  would  feel  at  home  would 
be  local  Baptist  congregations. 
The  historian  was  not  a  Chris¬ 
tian  and  was,  therefore,  with¬ 
out  denominational  prejudices. 

Priceless  Contributions 
Baptists  have  not  only  made 
priceless  contributions  in  the 
realm  of  principles  but  have 
been  very  diligent  in  good  works 
and  practical  activities. 

Baptists  through  Carey,  Jud- 
son,  and  Rice  rekindled  the  mis¬ 
sionary  passion.  They  gave  mis¬ 
sions  its  great  modern  impetus. 
Wendell  Wilkie  said  that  the 
missionaries  have  built  up  a 
great  reservoir  of  good  will  for 
freedom  in  the  world. 

The  idea  of  the  free  public 
schools  was  first  espoused  and 
given  concrete  expression  by 
John' Clarke,  a  Baptist  minister. 

Great  Hospital  System 
Baptist  leaders  have  been  in 
the  forefront  in  higher  educa¬ 
tion  as  well.  Henry  Dunster  was 
one  of  the  leaders  in  getting 
Harvard  well  established.  In 
Texas,  our  leaders,  particularly

When  the  children  of  Israel  crossed  Jordan  God  com¬ 
manded  that  before  they  continued  on  their  journey  they 
should  set  up  a  monument  of  stones,  as  a  memorial  of  the 
passage  of  Jordan.

Thus  did  God  reveal  the  importance  of  historical 
record. 

Baptists  have  not  always  recognized  the  necesity  of 
recording  and  preserving  their  history.  Oftentimes  they 
have  been  so  busy  making  history  that  they  did  not  take 
the  time  to  write  it  down  or  preserve  its  materials.  We  can 
be  thankful  that  God  lays  upon  the  hearts  of  some  persons 
the  importance  of  recording  history.  Otherwise  much  that 
our  churches  and  denomination  have  done  and  are  doing 
today  would  ultimately  be  lost. 

■nie  Southern  ^ptist  Historical  Commission  and  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Historical  Commission  are  making  an 
everlasting  contribution  to  our  work  through  the  assemb¬ 
ling  of  their  collections  of  materials,  and  by  teaching  us 
the  value  of  our  historical  records.

RICHMOND,  Vi.  (BP)  —  A 
Baltimore  philanthropist  who 
learned  to  love  Chinese  during 
the  years  be  was  In  the  business 
of  importing  ceramics  to  the 
United  States  is  helping  educate 
18  Chinese  students  in  Ameri¬ 
can  colleges  and  univeraitlea 
this  session.
